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Indiana Given 2 Weeks To 
Upgrade War On Pollution 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - In- 
diana 
has 
been 
given 
two 
weeks by the federal Environ­ 
mental 
Protection Agency to 
upgrade parts of its air pollu­ 
tion regulations or EPA will 
make the revisions. 
Major 
portions 
of 
the 
air 
cleanup programs submitted by 
Indiana and five other states 
were approved but some pro­ 
posals failed to meet federal 
standards. The action was an­ 
nounced Wednesday by Francis 
T. Mayo, EPA administrator in 
Chicago. 
The problems with Indiana’s 
proposal centered on enforce­ 
ment of municipal regulations, 
standards for particulates and 
hydrocarbons 
in 
Indianapolis, 
compliance schedules, lack of 
review procedure for new or 
modified processes in industry 
and emission limitations for the 
Calumet area. 
Earler Wednesday, EPA offi­ 


cials in Washington announced 
a two-year delay in imposing 
traffic controls as a means of 
reducing 
air pollution in In­ 
dianapolis and 24 other cities. 
One EPA official said Indana 
was “one of the biggest prob­ 
lem areas” in the Chicago re­ 
gion. 
Perry E. Miller, Indiana Air 
Pollution Control Board techni­ 
cal secretary, said he felt most 
of the changes can be made 
without too much difficulty. 
He said the control board in 
May adopted tougher air quali­ 
ty 
standards for Indianapolis 
and the Indiana section of the 
Chicago metropolitan area but 
Gov. Edgar D. Whitcomb has 
not signed them yet. Whitcomb 
is awaiting a report from the 
state attorney general. 
EPA outlined these objections 
with the Indiana air quality 
standards: 
—Control strategies for meet­ 
ing particulate matter and pho­ 
tochemical 
oxident 
standards 
for the Indianapolis area are 
inadequate1. 
—Legal authority for county 
and municipal agencies is in­ 
adequate for them to carry out 
their assigned roles. 
—Compliance 
schedules 
for 
sources of carbon monoxide, ni­ 
trogen dioxide and hydrocar­ 
bons extending over the next 18 
months do not provide for peri­ 
odic checks on progress, and 
there is no legally enforceable 
c o m p l i a n c e schedule for 
sources of sulfur dioxide. 
—There 
are 
not 
adequate 
procedures 
for 
determining 
whether construction of modi­ 
fication within an industry will 
result in. violation of' applicable 
control strateges, and no legal­ 
ly enforceable procedures for 
disapproving 
construction, 
or 
modification. 
—Emission 
limitations 
for 
particulate^ matter in. the met­ 
ropolitan. Chicago intrastate re­ 
gion have not been adopted. 
Miller 
said 
additional data 
will be required before a deci­ 
sion can be reached on all 
changes outlined by EPA. He 
said 
some 
misunderstandings 
may have occurred and dis­ 
cussions 
with 
EPA 
officials 
might resolve those areas. 
The state board took up the 
EPA report at its regularly 
scheduled meeting today. 
Mayo said a major problem 
confronting all six states, In­ 
diana, Ohio, Michigan, Illinois, 
Wisconsin 
and 
Minnesota, 
is 
lack of low sulfur fuels. The six 
rely heavily on coal which pro­ 
duces a high sulfur count when 
burned. 
The 
EPA 
official 
said 
he 
would work with the states to 
iron out problems but added he 
is obligated by federal law to 
set regulations for any defi­ 
ciencies that are not corrected. 
“It will take a coordinated ef­ 
fort by state, federal, corporate 
and citizen leaders to develop 
new fuel policies,” Mayo said. 
“From this day forward we 
are on a tight, tough schedule 
for clean air, and I pledge to 
you the determination of EPA 
to achieve that goal for the 
health and welfare of us and 
for our children.” 


WARSAW (AP) — President 
Nixon flew out of Warsaw for 
home today to report to Con- 
gess and the American people 
on his summit talks in four na­ 
tions 
and 
the 
break-through 
arms 
limitation 
accords 
with 
the Soviet Union. 
The President is to address a 
joint session of Congress at 9:30 
p.m., half an hour after his jet 
is scheduled to land at Andrews 
Air Force base near Washing­ 


ton. The touchdown will end a 
13-day summit tour that took 
Nixon to Austria, the Soviet Un­ 
ion. Iran and Poland. 
The presidential press secre­ 
tary, Ronald L. Ziegler, said 
the main theme of Nixon’s na­ 
tionally broadcast address will 
be 
“ what 
has 
been 
accom­ 
plished and what now must be 
done.” 
Ziegler told newsmen before 
the 
departure 
from 
Warsaw 
that 
the 
President 
feels 
his 
talks 
with 
Soviet 
leaders 
in 
Moscow and the arms limita­ 
tion accords are of such impor­ 
tance that lie should report on 
them “ at the earliest possible 
date.” 
Though Ziegler did not di­ 
vulge details of the speech, all 
indications pointed to a presi­ 
dential effort to sell Congress 
and the public on the arms ac­ 
cords he signed with Leonid I. 
Brezhnev, the Soviet Commu­ 
nist party chief 
Before leaving Warsaw, his 
final 
stop, 
Nixon 
hosted 
a 
luncheon for the Polish lead­ 
ership. He told the Poles in a 
farewell toast that members of 
Congress 
will 
appreciate 
the 
“solid 
ties” 
between 
Poland 
and the United States that were 
reinforced by his two-day visit. 
His 
talks 
with 
the 
Polish 
Communist party leader, 
Ed­ 
ward Gierek. and Polish gov­ 
ernment leaders 
covered 
ex­ 
pansion 
of U.S.-Polish trade, 
technological 
cooperation 
and 
other matters. A commun;que 
issued after the talks noted dis­ 
agreement on Nixon's Vietnam 
policy but Pressed mutual de­ 
sire for increased ties in com­ 
merce and tourism. 
“With this in mind, the two 
sides discussed issues related 
to commercial exchange and fi­

said.

Polish side indicated an inter- 
est in increased piirchases of

The statement was issued fol­ 
lowing a 45-minute conversation

Nixon 
and Gierek in the Palace of the 
Council of Ministers. Also sit­ 
ting in were presidential ad­ 
viser Henry A. Kissinger and 
the Polish premier, Piotr Jaros- 
zewicz. 
While they talked, Mrs. Nixon 
attended a Chopin recital in La- 
zienki Park across the street. 
She got a spontaneous farewell 
of shouted bravos and kisses on 
the

when

leave. 
The President returns home 
with

major 
election-year 
triumph to lay before Congress 
and the American public in the 
arms limitation accords. 
Though the agreements took 
effect on 
signing, they ivere 
couched in part in the form, of 
a treaty requiring ratification 
by two-thirds of the Senate.

Conn To Close 
Last Plant 
In Elkhart 


ELKHART, Ind. (AP)-About 
500 workers losing their jobs 
this summer when C. G. Conn 
Ltd. closes its last musical in­ 
strument 
plant 
here 
will 
be 
aided by the U. S. Labor De­ 
partment. 
The department said Wednes­ 
day it will provide the unem­ 
ployed workers with temporary 
financial help. 
Conn 
has 
produced 
brass 
wind instrumens at two Elkhart 
plants. However, a rising num­ 
ber 
of 
imported 
instruments 
forced the company to close 
one plant in January 1970. The 
second will be phased out be­ 
tween June and August. 
Labor officials say because 
Imports were blamed for the 
shutdowns unemployed workers 
may receive benefits under the 
1962 Trade Expansion Act. 
Eligible workers may receive 
up to 65 per cent of their aver­ 
age weekly wage for 52 weeks. 
And those undergoing training 
for new jobs can get benefits for 
an additional 26 weeks. 
The Labor Department says 
the weekly allowance may not 
exceed 65 per cent of the na­ 
tional 
average 
manufacturing 
wage. The current maximum 
allowance would be $93. 
Conn workers also will be eli­ 
gible for 
government-financed 
testing, counseling, job training 
and relocation. 
The United Auto Workers pe­ 
titioned 
the 
department 
to 
make such aid available to the 
Elkhart workers. Eligible work­ 
ers are those employed in brass 
wind instrument production at 
the Conn plants for six months 
of the year prior to the layoff. 
They also must have been in 
the labor force for at least half 
of the previous three years.

“Our crew 
acted on reflex by attaching the 
fuel hose” when Grant overshot 
his pit and ended in Unser’s. 
“I jumped up and told them 
tc stop, which they did. 
“I know it was an infraction 
of the rule, and I’m not ques­ 
tioning but what there should 
be a penalty. But not one this 
severe.”

When a tornado bull-whipped a chunk 
out of northeastern Indianapolis the 
other day, a radio station suddenly ap* 
peared in Brookview School. 
As it turned out, commercial communi­ 
cations stayed in business except for one 
small area, but the radio hookup would 
have been invaluable in a major disaster. 
This was one of the little points that 
stick up from the unseen mass of MARS- 
Military Affiliate Radio Systems. 
The public’s commonest contact with 
MARS is the relay of a message to or 
from a serviceman overseas. 
The Red Cross, which has its own radio 
network, handles emergency messages. 
It can’t take on the casual ones. 
MARS doesn’t care whether communi­ 
cations 'between servicemen and their 
families are soap opera stuff. It provides 
the service for two reasons — practice 
and morale. 
MARS is part of the American Surviv­ 
al Program. It is a network of radio 
hams, many with their own power sup­ 
ply. so widely distributed that the Armed 
Services could maintain some communi­ 
cation in any conceivable disaster — na­ 
tural or man made. 
The Armv, Navy and Air Force each 
has its MARS system. All three operate 
in Indiana. The Air Force alone has 200 
Hoosier hams in its net. 
Each ham has instructions on how to 
relay a message, on the basis of the 
serviceman’s Armv Post Office number. 
Art Hopkins of Indianapolis, the Air 
Force MARS public affairs director for 
Indiana, explains that the low-power 
hams, what he calls “pipsqueak oper­ 
ations,” can have their strength increas­ 
ed through “repeaters” in Coatesville 
and Fort Wayne. 
Other “repeaters” are planned in the 
Bedford, New Albany and Evansville 
areas. 
Each American base overseas has a 
MARS station. A serviceman wanting to 
call home makes an appointment. He 
may have to wait for hours, but the only 
cost is any toll from an American MARS 
station which patches the call into a 
telephone line. 
There are 19 of the patching stations, 
one of them operated by Raymond H. 
Scheffler, a Shelby County farmer who 
was a B24 pilot in World War II. 
“It’s an exercise, giving ourselves capa­ 
bility,” says Hopkins, who spends part 
of his time managing Stationers, Inc. 
“But I get a kick out of it.” 
Apparently other amateur radio oper­ 
ators enjoy it, too. 
The Northern Communications Area, 
roughly the United States north of the 
Mason-Dixon line, has 9,900 hams in the 
program.

Lucile Adams, society editor, reminded the 
editor day before yesterday that June 1 would 
be the first anniversary of his work “on this 
side” of the newspaper office.

Part of the things we pushed for have begun 
to happen. We are on our way to better facilities 
for education, with two new elementary build­ 
ings to be constructed at Rushville, and other 
facilities here and in the consolidation improved; 
with the closing of the city dump, stop-gap waste 
disposal was effected with institution of the 
county-wide collection service; nothing happened 
in the doctoring business, nor in improvement 
at Rush Memorial; and, the work on the down­ 
town business area is still only in the planning 
stages. 
We propose to go forward with “pushing” for 
community betterment. The city and county 
must look years ahead in this matter of solid 
waste disposal. The Morristown landfill is only 
a temporary situation. It encourages open and 
illegal dumping along our county highways — 
Hankv-Pank is still open, with all its filth and 
unbridled dumping. 
We must look for ways to encourage doctors to 
come to Rush County and Rushville. Dr. Ellis is 
working on a plan to work through the National 
Health Service program, which allows a young 
doctor completing his internship to serve a small 
community in lieu of military service. This must 
be pursued.

Farmer Makes 
More On Manure 
Than On Milk 
GOSHEN, Ohio (AP)—A Cler­ 
mont County dairy farmer took 
a suggestion from a friend in 
Michigan for marketing cow 
manure and is now getting four 
t«mes the price for it that he 
gets from the milk. 
. . And I’m hard pressed to 
kep up with the demand,” said 
Neii Bruynis, who has 100 Hol­ 
stein cows on his 500-acre farm. 
Bruynis, an immigrant from 
II oil and 17 years ago, has seven 
employes to process his "Na­ 
ture’s Own Deodorized Liquid 
Cow Manure.” 
He said he gets about 60 
cents a gallon for the milk, and 
$2.40 for a gallon of the organic 
manure. 
He uses a 56,000 gall< n hold­ 
ing tank to store the manure 
from stalls and later mixes it 
with deodorant. 
"All the gardner has to do is 
pour,” said Bruynis. He mar­ 
kets the product in area garden 
stores and nurseries. Bruynis 
said he can produce 1,000 gal­ 
lons of fertilizer per day using 
two old, converted milk mixers. 
“It fits in perfectly with mod­ 
ern merchandising of fertilizer 
materials,” 
said 
Clermont 
County Agent Woody Hamilton. 
Hamilton said the process not 
only provides new sources of 
income for farmers, but it sol­ 
ves 
an 
increasingly-serious 
problem of disposing of animal 
wastes without causing pollu­ 
tion to lands or streams. 
“Bruynis 
is 
an 
ambitious, 
hard-working, farmer, who is 
shrewd enough to pick up a 
good idea and 40 ahead with it, 
merchandising a product that is 
a problem on the farm,” said 
Hamilton.

Bag Worms 
Bagworms begin hatching from 
overwintering eggs in late May 
and early June. Since the larvae 
are easier to control while they 
are 
small, 
spray 
trees 
and 
shrubs with malathion, diazinon, 
or toxaphene as soon as small 
bagworms are found. For de­ 
tails, refer to Purdue Publica­ 
tion E-27, “How to Control Bag­ 
worms,” available at your coun­ 
ty Extension Office. 


Fly Control 
Flies in and around farm 
buildings are best controlled by 
prompt removal of manure and 
other fly breeding materials. 
Good sanitation is still the best 
fly control. In addition, the ap­ 
plication of residual insecticides 
such 
as 
Cygon, 
De-Fend, 
Korlan, Baytes, and Diazinon 
help complete the fly control 
program. Refer to Purdue pub­ 
lication E-12, available from 
your County Extension Office, 
for details. 
Mineral Mixture For Cattle 
Cattle on pastures should have 
a 
mineral 
mixture available 
free choice at all times. As cat­ 
tle go to pasture in the spring, 
mineral imbalances occur more 
readily than at other times of 
the year. To prevent so-called 
“ grassy tetany,”' feed the fol­ 
lowing mixture free choice: 
1000 lbs. cottonseed meal 
150 lbs. magnesium, oxide 
200 lbs. dicalcium phosphate 
370 lbs. sodium chloride 
200 lbs. calcium carbonate 
80 lbs. vitamin premix 


Cicadas Due 


In Certain Areas 


In The State 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Most 
broods of the periodical cicada 
appear once every 17 years in 
this state. Two broods, however, 
turn up every 13 years. 
This year broods of both the 
17-year and 13-year locust (as 
they are usually referred, to) are 
expected in certain sections of 
Indiana, reports Donald L. Scb- 
uder, Purdue University exten­ 
sion entomologist. 
Brood XII, a 17-year species 
declining in numbers, is most 
likely to be heard and seen in 
Allen and Orange counties. 
Brood XIX, a 13-year visitor, 
will be more numerous. This 
cicada appears almost entirely 
in counties along the western 
edge of tb state, extend,log from 
Posey and Warrick in the south 
to Newton and Jasper in the 
north central section. 
Cicadas generally turn up in 
the latter part of May and dur­ 
ing June, adds Schuder. Only 
the males make the high-pitched 
sounds that often annoy people. 
This “noise” is produced by 
vibrating membranes on the un­ 
derside of the first abdominal 
segment. The females have no 
sound-producing organs. 
Females can, however, dam­ 
age trees and shrubs. This is 
done when they puncture or slit 
the twigs to lay eggs. These 
punctured branches turn brown, 
die, and sometimes break off. 
The females prefer oak, hickory, 
apple, peach, pear and grape. 
Damaged wood provides protec­ 
tion or feeding locations for scal­ 
es and other insect pests.

Wheat Disease 
Fungus Leaf — 
LAFAYETTE, Ind. — A new 
wheat 
disease—fungus 
leaf 
stripe—has appeared in a few 
fields in west central and north­ 
eastern Indiana, according to 
Purdue University plant patho­ 
logists. 
TMs soil-borne mold produces 
white stripes on wheat leaves 
and 
leaf 
sheaths. 
Diseased 
plants will be stunted and fail 
to produce normal grain. 
The disease usually occurs 
where wheat follows wheat in 
crop rotation or where wheat 
was planted on diverted acres 
containing grass. 
Other wheat diseases being 
monitored by the plant patholo­ 
gists are Septoria leaf blotch, 
powdery mildew and leaf rusts. 
Septoria leaf blotch is not ser­ 
ious yet, but the pathologists 
point out that if frequent rains 
occur in the next four weeks it 
could become destructive. 
Powdery mildew is occuring 
in some fields of Blueboy and 
Motion. And leaf rusts could 
blow into Indiana in the next two 
or three weeks from southern 
states where infection is now 
severe.

Larger Indiana 
Wheat Crop 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Indi­ 
ana’s 1972 wheat crop is expect­ 
ed to total 36.8 million bushels, 
11 per cent larger than the 1971 
production, report state-federal 
agriculural statisticians at Pur­ 
due University. 
Hoosier farmers planted 838, 
000 acres for harvest last fall; 
this represents a 14 per cent 
boost over the year earlier acre­ 
age. However, the statisticians 
forecast a yeield of 44 bushels 
an acre, one bushel lower then 
the record established in 1971. 
Wheat made good growth last 
fall and went into the winter 
with excellent stands and rank 
growth, the statisticians say. 
Ample moisture this spring has 
encouraged 
additional 
growth 
and by May 1 plants had reach­ 
ed 10 inches in height, as against 
eight inches a year ago.

The Iris Is 


The Goddess 


Of The Rainbow 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — Spring 
was a favorite time of the an­ 
cient Greek gods and goddesses. 
And in mythology, many plants 
were given special names. One 
of these was the Goddess of the 
Rainbow'—the iris. 
Today, our modern iris con­ 
tains 
many flowers 
different 
from the ones formed hundreds 
of years ago. There is a tre­ 
mendous expansion in colorings, 
forms, sizes and blooming dat­ 
es. 


Most gardeners are familiar 
with the tall bearded iris, says 
John A. Wott, Purdue Univer­ 
sity extension 
home environ­ 
ment horticulturist. But don’t 
overlook the miniature dwarf 
bearded iris which produce tow­ 
ering stalks under ten inches. 
These usually bloom quite ear­ 
ly—in late April. 
Standard dwarf bearded iris 
bloom on stalks 10 to 15 inches 
tall and about two weeks later 
than the miniatures, adds Wott. 
These are followed by the 'in­ 


termediate bearded which pro 
duce stalks 15 to 28 inches tall. 
Last to bloom are the tall beard­ 
ed types on stalks 28 inches or 
more. 
Almost every year the top iris 
variety is presented the Dykes 
Medal by the American Iris So­ 
ciety. These varieties are rela­ 
tively expensive to purchase the 
first few years, but some of the 
older winners are still prized 
plants. 
Iris are ideal perennials for 
sunny, well-drained areas, not­ 
es the horticulturist. The rhi­ 
zome serves as a storage organ, 
for “foods” produced by the 
leaves. 
Rhizomes are best planted in 
the late summer or early fall. 
Bloom time (spring) is the time 
to visit iris gardeners to make 
your flower selections. 
For additional information ask 
for Cooperative Extension Serv­ 
ice publication, HO-75, “Iris,” 
at your county Extension office. 
Single copies are free to Indiana 
residents.

State Supreme Court Rules In 
Cases Of Escapee, Town Clerk 


INDIANAPOLIS (API — The 
Indiana Supreme Court told a 
State Prison escapee Wednes­ 
day he can’t expect to get out 
of serving the nearly seven 
months he was AWOL. 
Elvin E. Hendrixson. formerly 
of Evansville, escaped Feb. 6. 
1970, from a work detail at the 
Michigan City prison. Hendrix­ 
son was sentenced to a 2-5 year 
term on conviction of second- 
degree burglary for a March 
1966 break-in of an Indianapolis 
auto agency in which a night 
watchman was killed. 
He was captured at Pompano 
Beach. Fla., and returned to 
State Prison Sept, 3. 1970. Pris­ 
on officials added the time was 
he absent—six months and 28 
days—to his sentence.

Downstate Woman Says Officials 
Ignore Her Missing Husband 


Joseph R. Brown, executive 
director of the Mental Health 
Association 
in 
Indiana, 
will 
speak at the annual dinner meet­ 
ing of the Rush County .Associa­ 
tion for Mental Health next Wed­ 
nesday night. 
Mr. Brown is a native of New 
York and a graduate of Wes­ 
leyan University, Middletown, 
Connecticut. He left his own 
Public Relations business in 1951 
to become executive director of 
the Association at the time of 
its reorganization. During his 
administration, the Association 
has grown to the point where it 
is now proportionately the larg­ 
est in the nation with a mem­ 
bership of more than 30,090'. Its 
funding is the most adequate 
of the Mental Health Associa­ 
tions in America. Its program 
is outstanding because of the 
large number of volunteers who 
participate in direct service pro­ 
grams for the mentally ill, vol­ 
unteers in the hospitals, volun­ 
teers for forgotten patients, for 
patients returning to the com­ 
munity, and support and gui­ 
dance for patients and their 
families during the period erf ad­ 
mission to the hospital system. 
The Association is also engag­ 
ed vigorously in public 'educa­ 
tion and social action to induce 
state and local governments to 
meet their constitutional obliga­ 
tions to the mentally ill. 
Prior to his present position, 
Mr. Brown was m social serv­ 
ice with the American Friends 
Service Committee (Quakers) in 
the Midwest.

Mr. Brown is a member erf 
the executive board of the World 
Federation for Mental Health; 
member of the Hill-Burton Com­ 
mittee. Indiana State Board of 
Health; Past President, Mental 
Health Association Staff Coun­ 
cil; Past President, Central In­ 
diana Wesleyan Alumni Associ­ 
ation; Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees, Orchard Country Day 
School; member of Board of 
Directors, Acousis, Inc., a Cali­ 
fornia manufacturing corpora­ 
tion.

Nel­ 
son D. Kennedy, D-Palmyra, 
and said she was referred to 
the county judge. 
She said she contacted the 
judge and was referred to the 
welfare department, which re­ 
ferred her to the Social Secur­ 
ity office which said a check 
through Sherwood’s Social Se­ 
curity number would take six. 
months. 
Mrs. Sherwood finally wrote 
Gov. Edgar D. Whitcomb. She 
said she received a letter from 
the governor’s office “and he 
stated he would turn my letter 
over to the right people in the 
state police. I sent them one 
the same day (she mailed her 
letter to the governor) so they 
have a letter on it.” She said 
she has not heard hack.

One child, Cynthina, 5, is a 
victim of cerebral palsy. 
“She looks out the window 
three and four hours at a time. 
She’s taking it pretty hard,” 
said Mrs. Sherwood of the girl, 
who is unable to speak. 
Also at home are three other 
girls, Charlene, 7; Carol, 17, 
and Belinda, 20. 
“It is awful hard to have a 
husband missing and seeing a 
small 5-year-'Old child waste 
away.”
